Washington, .V irch 17. — Seaatora 
and members ot congress are very 
■nioh Intareated In th? fact that the 
pe&aion appmp.-laiion bill soon will 
becOBW a law. bf-'. ausf th -y hopp to 
Obtain from it some relief from the 
praaaura on them to secure private 
penalon legislation. The bill contains 
It provision making It "a criminal of- 
fense for attorne.vf. claim agents or 
other persons to r«'ceivo conipon«atlon 
for servlca rendered in connection 
with the passage thKHigh congrecs c r 
private pension bills." They say thou; 
are bow many times as many billa b»>- 
fore congress as possibly can rc icUu 
attention during the congress, and the 
number Is Increaaing daily. They rec- 
ognize that many of the bills repre-^ent 
jusrt claims, but they also feel tiiat 
claim attorneys have been more at ;ive 
than they were called upon to be. It 
is also declared that elalmanits have 
been Imposed on in many rases and 
persuaded to pay money for the intro- 
duction of bills which stand no show 
of becoming laws. The bill is now in 
the handa of the president.

HoiiHP Will Dispose of River hhiI liar- 
bor Hill, Wlileh Muy ('uimunie 
Two or 'I'hrop i>ny8 uiid Then

Wasfainffton, March 17. — In accord- 
ance with th* acraament reached a 
week ago, the senate began voting on 

th« ship subsidy bill and amondmt nts, 
I'bere was no speecbmaking after the 
voting bataa. The aanate met at 11 
o'clock, an hour earlier than uaual, in 
order to give senators who wished to 
be heard an opi>ortunity to speak on 
the biU before voting began \v im the 
subsidy bin iliapoaed ot the bill intro- 
duced by Senator Hoar for the protec- 
tion of the president of the United 
States from assassination will assume 
first place on the calendar, having 
been made the unflnished business. It 
is not expected, liowanrer, that there 
will be prolonged debate upon this bill, 
and tliore Is gr^at intc-pst among sen- 
ators as to which of several measures 
will be next preferred. The Repub- 
lican steering committee probably will 
m^t soon to consider this matter. 
KItlier tha oloomargarlnc bill or tlie 
Ohineapexclusion bill doubtless will be 
made tb» unAniahed bualnaas to suc- 
ceed the providential protection meas- 
ure, fhoiiKh tiio Nicaragua canal bill 
also is pressing for attention. The 
canal bill, however, according to pre:;- 
ent understanding, will be compelled 
to wait on both th(> other hills. There 
Is a suggestion, whicii meiiii)ors of the 
etporing committee are ( onsiderlng, to 
allow the Chinese bill and the oleomar- 
garine bill to run adongaide, one of 
them occupying the morning hour and 
the other taking the time after the ex- 
piration of that hour. Senator Proctor, 
who will have charge of the oleomar- 
garine bill, and Senator Penfoae. woo 
will lead tho fight for the Chinese bill, 
are equally confident of the outcome. 

In the House. 

Washington, Man li 17. -The house 
during tne present wwk will dispose 
of the river and harbor bill, will de- 
cide the contested election oaae of 
Moes vs. Shea from the Third Ken- 
tucky di.strict, and will consider the 
bill for the retirement of offlctrs of 
the raveiuie cutter service. Such is 
the program ot the house leaders. The 
report in the contested election case 
Is agaim^f Mr Shea, and It is re;:arde(l 
a« a foregone (onclusion thai lie wiil 
be unseated. The revenue cutter serv- 
ice bill waa defeated in the laat con- 
gress, but its friends claim to have 
hope that it will nrcK a better fate 
aow. It Is believed that the river and 
harbor bill wiil not consume more 
ttaaa two daya. A tew members who 
are diaaatiafled with a'ppropriations for 
improvement.s in tlieir districts WUl 
make an effort to amend it on the floor 
to meet their individual wishes, but the 
committee believe they will have 
strength enough to prevent any at- 
tempt to amend it. and that ii will 
pass in the form In which it was re- 
ported from the committee. 

Site For Army Post. 

March 17.— General Chaffee 
haa algned aa axecutory contract for 

the purchaise of a site for an army 
poet at a point s<'ven miles up the 
Patrig rlve-r.

Washington, March 17.— The insular 
division of the war depaitment has 
prepared for publication an extract 
from its rt-gular monthly bulletin of 
the commerce of the Philippines, com- 
paring th<? eight months ended Aug. 
Jl. 1901, and 1900. It is shown that 
the total value ot merchandise import- 
ed during the eight months ended .Xug. 
31, ]»01, was $l»,618.59(i. against $14,- 
580.457 for the same period of i900: 
and the total value of merchandise ex- 
poiled during the eight months ended 
Aug. 31, 1901. was $lt;. !<:;'!. 4()D. against 
$15,928,015 for the same period of 
1900. The imports show an increase 
of S6 per cent during the period of 
1901 as compared with the same per- 
iod of 1!'00. In the exports there was 
a 6 per cent increase in favor of 1901. 

The imports from the United States, 
exclusive of lold and silver, during 
the eight months of 1901. was $2,470,- 
050. being an increase of 81 per cent 
over the same period of the preceding 
year, while the exports figures show 
$1,960,687, or k Slight tncraaaa in tevor 
of 1901. 



American Club In London. 

Tx)ndnn. March 17. — The report that 
Americans will shortly have In I^n 
don a club e()iialllng In e.xchniveness 
and prominence to any of the Icaoing 
clubs In the United States is conilnn- 
ed.

Lyddite a Boomerang. 

London, March 17.— The extraordi- 
nary etfei t of lyddite has been rovi al- 
ed by the statement that, during the 
recent experiments with tho hulk of 
the old battleship Belte Isle, shells 
containing that explosive refracted 
fragments 'ipon the attacking vessels, 
which were 300 yards distant. Other 
fragments dropped close to a gunboat 
situated 2.000 yards abeam ot the line 
ot flra. The deduction drawn is that 
when lydditp is used there is danger 
for a friendly vessel at leasit 2,000 
yards away. The Outlook compares 
lyddite with a boomerang. 

Funston's Future. 
Washington^ March 17. — Brigadier 
General Funston lunched with the 
president after having been In con- 
sultation with him for some time. 
Earlier in the day General Funston 
called at the war department and re- 
ported his arrival to Adjutant General 
Cbrbin. He al«o paid his respects to 
Lieuteii.iiit <•< neral Miles. Nothing 
has yet been arranged with regard to 
the future duties of General Funston, 
but it is probable that he will not be 
aent back to the Phillppinea unless he 
wishes to go there.

Scocd, an art dealer of Manilla, has 
protested against a duty of |8,uuu as- 
sesaed against a Mg war picture ho 
brought over from Manilla on the last 
trip ot the Am«rlcan slilp Maru. The 
picture, which is an immense canvas, 
is held by the authorities until the 
duty. Is paid or the government waives 
the riglit to collect it on the ground 
that the Philippines are American pos- 
aesaiona.

St. Paul. March 17.— North Dakota 
and the Canadian northwest have ex- 
perienced* the worst snowstorm In 

many year.<», and railron-I traffic is 
practically paralyzed. The .Voitliern 
Pacific and (Jroat .N'oi ili i n have not 
moved a wheel for nearly 48 hours in 
the blicaard-strloken district, and have 
abandoned all efforts to do so until 
the fury of the stonn ahaies. The high 
wind boa plied the .-^now in mountain- 
out d'ritts and packed it in solid 
masses, many deep cuts being entirely 
flllod. The teinpoature has been grad- 
ually falling anil is now at or below 
the tero mark. .Not a transcontinental 
train haa arrived at St. Paul since Fri- 
day, and none is expected for several 
days. The Northern Paeific r^imrts its 
westbound coa^t truiu wlii' li left St. 
Patil Saturday niorn;:- t'. ,i up at 
l<Yirgo, the road beyond there belug 
blocked. It started a coaatbannd train 
thi.s moinlng ami h. jpcs to be able to 
got it through. The » n.-ihoend coast 
train due here Saturdaj iiiorniiig i.= 
held up at Mandau, N. D. Every effort 
is being made by the road to keep its 
pa!»«engc'r8 who nre tnowbo'in l warm 
and well fed, and for tlii'^ rt ason traln.'< 
are being held at &tatif>ns whoio tli» 
accommodations are good rather than 
attempt to get them through with a 
possibility of b<'ing tied up iKtweeu 
stations. The Red Kiver valley di 
vision of the Northern PacUic between 
Frankfort and Winnipeg is entirely 
abandoaad. No trains have attempted 
to run since Friday night, and tho ox- 
act condilons on this division are not 
known, as the telegraph wires ha\e 

been carried down by the bui-den of 
sleet which preceded the heavy snow- 
fall. 

The situation on tlie Cr. at Northern 
is equally bad. The line is ti' d up 
entirely between Grand Forks and 
Wlllisiton. N. D., a distance of about 
35 miles, and all wires have been lo.st 
beyond Fargo. Thirty miles of wiit^ 
are gone between Fargo and Cassell- 
ton.

Frankitort, K v., March 14.— It hH jott 
b«en diecovered to-niRht that the Fanrlt 
Senate hill, whicli paened the House to- 
day and only awaita the tioTemor'a sii;- 
natare to become a law, makei favolu- 
tionary ciiaofea In tbe ▼otiiif ijitem of 
Kentucky. 

The bill appatrentlr parporta merely to 
rec)iiire that voters in fifth-claps citiei 
shall register, as in cities of a higher 
claaa. From the title and cursory in- 
spection of tbe bill one would never sua- 
pact any further purpose existed in tbe 
measure. 

A cloae reading of the bill, however, 
ahowa that one clause applies to all cities 
from the firat-daaa down, an<i that it ap- 
pliaa in a maimer which will overturn 
the ordtvary polltieal ward methoda and 
ofTer tremendous advantat^es to the prac- 
tical politician who is in the business of 
bdyinff votes. 

The clause in question provides that a 
re«;istration certificate shall be issued to 
the voter, and that be shall not be per- 
mitted to vote except upon presentation 
of the certificate at the polls. This 
clause was never fully understood while 
the bill waa being debated, aod, in fact, 
the bill waa given bat little attention. 
Rep\il)1i('an8 who voted for it, under the 
impression that it simply extended the 
Aoatraliaa ballot ayatem, are wildly in- 
<iii?nant to-night, Tlic hill, they say 
Kives the ignorant voter the means to 
guarantee the sale of his vote. He has 
simply to sell or surrender his certificate 
and the fact is assured that he cannot 
vote. 

Senator Farris.the author of the meas 
nre, laughed pleasantly to-night when he 
was informed of the perturhation which 
the news had occasioned among Republi- 
oana. He admitted that tbe elifect of the 
bill was to reijuire every voter in every 
city and small town of Kentucky to come 
to the polls armed' with tbe certificate 
given him at the time of registration. 
Otherwise be would not he allowed to 
vote. The Republicans claim that the 
law will give the Democrats a tremen- 
dooa advantage in their effort to control 
the colored vote.
